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.. and | were on our wedding 
journey. How it came about that 

Phyllis was ever persuaded to take 
such a journey in such company, is quite 
another story. We had agreed to call 
upon Aunt Dorcas, and the latter part 
of this trip must be taken by trolley 
from Town House Square, in Salem, to 
the terminus at Danvers Centre. ‘This 
was old familiar ground for Phyllis, but 
new ground for me; therefore I begged 
her to see to it that I observed a)l the 
points of interest along the way. 

Ww e boarded a car marked, very plain- 
ly, ‘‘Danvers Centre.’ This car stood 
by the tunnel, in Town House Square. 

. Now we shall go out through North 
Salem,’ ’ said Phyiiie’ “Its old name 
was North Fields. There the powder 
was stored, before the battle of Lexing- 
ton, after the General Court was for- 
bidden to meet in Boston, and met in 
Concord instead. So Colonel Leslie 
and his men were sent to take the powder 
one Sunday morning in February. 
They marched out from Boston to Salem 
and they came to this bridge, which is 
yustin front of us, now. It asnis a 
drawbridge now, but it was then, and 
the draw worked from the other side. 
So the patriots hid the boats and pulled 
up the draw and the soldiers had to 
stay on the south side until Colonel 
Leslie agreed to a compromise. ‘The 
draw was put down and the colonel 
marched his mena certain number of 
paces across the bridge, then he faced 
them about and went back to Boston to 
report that he had been into North Sa- 
lem and found no military stores se- 
creted there. That monument by the 
sidewalk commemorates this event.”’ 

“Now we are going out through 
North Salem. Danvers was fora long 
time a part of Salem and was called 
Salem Village or Salem Farms. ‘This 
is Moody Square, named for the cabinet 
member and that is Greenlawn Ceme- 
tery, and now we come to the beginning 
of St. Mary’s Cemetery. 

‘“Now we have passed to the bound- 


Iu O1D Salem 
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stone, and here at the left are the golf 
links, while the fine old place at the 
right is the Gardner Farm. Does it re- 
mind you of our fruit farm on the slopes 
of Wachusetts? 

‘Look at the landscape for a change. 
When we leave this turnout we go down 
Gardner’s Hill. I saw a _snowdrift 
eighteen feet high on this hill once up- 
ona time. Now you can see the State 
Insane Asylum, straight ahead, 
the right, the long slope of Folly Hill. 
Have you read Hawthorne’s story about 


it? 


‘This is Mr. Penn Hussey’s place. 
He is very public spirited and helped 
the townto build this fine new bridge 
over Waters River. Isn’t thisa pretty 
view? Off tu the left is Governor En- 
dicott’s original grant of land, obtained 
in 1628 from the Indians. ‘The rolling 
mills at the right are also very old, 
being among the first established in 
this country. But do not miss the 
graceful slope of this tree-dotted hill 
and the tali white house behind the 
trees. Itis the Ben Porter place.’’ 

‘‘Now we shall go down a short, steep 
hillto where Crane River widens out in- 
toa millpond. The road makes asharp 
turn here beside the Eastern Station, 
and right in front of you, see the monu- 
ment It was erected by the D. A- R. 
to the memory of Israel Huichinson, 
who commanded the Danvers men in 
the battle of Lexington. Our men 
were the firston the ground, except 
those from Concord and Lexington. 
They marched the sixteen miles in four 
hours; also they lost more heavily than 
any other town, and the dead men were 
brought back and laid side by side in 
the big front room of Israel Hutchin- 
son’s house, which stands here by the 
turn-out. 

‘“Now look off to the right. How 
blue the water of Danvers River! How 
green the grass, and how sweet the 
nearer view of Folly Hill, golden with 
wood-wax! I heard a lady praise that 
as ‘golden rod’ once! No golden rod 


and to’ 


blooms as early as this. See how it glo- 
rifies the long whaleback of Folly Hill. 
Of the three plants that escaped from 
Governor Endicott’s garden, this one 
has hardly spread beyond the original 
limits of Salem, and the barberry is con- 
fined to Essex County; while the white 
daisy has spread almost as far and wide 
as the descendants of the Puritans. 

‘’ Here we come into Danvers Square. 
Berry Tavern, very old, is on our right, 
and just ahead the house with gambrel 
roof—have you ever read Lucy Lar- 
com’s poem? Major Audrey and his 
wife lived there before the Revolution. 
He was a staunch patriot, and forbade 
his wife to drink tea in his house So 
next time he went away, she had a tea 
party out on the roof. 

‘. Now this isthe Town Hall, with the 
soldiers’ monument in front, erected to 
the soldiers of the Civil War. Just 
across here to the left is the Peabody In- 
stitute, given to the town by George 
Peabody, the great London banker. He 
was a poor boy who grew up in this part 
of the country. George crossed the seas 
to London town; and there he became a 
famous banker and philanthropist, and 
he hob-nobbed with Queen Victoria and 
other aristocrats, and built rows upon 
rows of model tenement houses, and his 
money is building them yet. 

‘‘ Here we arein Tapleyville, and the’ 
old house on the hill is the Nourse 
House. Rebecca Nourse was hanged 
because she would not own herself to be 
a witch. Hersons stole her body, and 
buried it where the pines stand on the 
flat. Do youseethemonument ? Whit- 
tier, the poet, who lived just across here 
at Oak Knoll, wrote the epitaph for it. 

‘“The church here on the hill is the 
First Church of witchcraft fame, and we 
are in Danvers Centre. On the slopes 
of that cedar-covered hill behind the 
church the witches walked, or rode their 
broom-sticks, or signed their names in 
the black man’s book. This common, 
with its boulder monument, was the old 
training ground from which our men set 
out to join Captain Lothrop’s company, 

‘the flower of Essex,’ slain at the battle 
of Bloody Brook, in King Philip’s War. 
And now we reach the terminus, the old 
Newburyport turnpike, built to carry 
freight before there were any railroads. 
The house where Israel Hutchinson was 
born stands at the top of the hill. And 
now I hope Aunt Dorcas has red rasp- 
berries for tea.’’—First prize winning 
story in Tri-State Tourist.

Obituary 


Mrs. Sarah Amanda Coath, wife of 
Daniel Coath, Superintendent of the 
Commercial Pacific Cable Co., former- 
ly of Rockport, and eldest daughter of 
Harding K. and Amanda Cobb, died in 
Shanghai, China, Feb. 12. She was 
born at North Eastham, Mass , July 14, 
1859. Married 1883, her home for nine- 
teen years from 1884, was at Rockport. 
In 1904 she joined her husband at the 
island of Guam, for one year, where he 
was superintending the laying of the 
Commercial Pacific Cable. The family 
was transferred to Shanghai early in 
1906. The China Daily News said: 
““There have been no more popular re- 
eruits to the American Colony of Shang- 
hai in recent months than Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel Coath and daughter, who arrived 
ayear ago on the completion of the 
Commercial Pacific Cable. It was there- 
fore with a keen sense of loss that many 
learned of Mrs. Coath’s painfully sud- 
den death. She had become interested 
during her brief stay here, in Chinese 
matters as well as American and in 
philanthropic as well as social circles 


her presence will be missed.’’ 

After an illness of only a week she 
died on the anniversary of her arrival 
in China. 

The bereaved mother, Mrs. Cobb, re- 
sides at 14 Chauncey St., Cambridge-— 
Zion’s Flerald.

Mrs. Wood will be remembered by 
many of the cottagers, she being one of 
the cottage owners on Asbury avenue 
formany years. She loved to entertain 
the young people of the Grove who were 
much interested in her “‘Polly’’. Mr. 
Wood has sold all of the cottages and is 
now residing with his oldest living 
daughter, Mrs. Sweet, at South Wey- 
mouth. He has many kind friends, but 
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‘‘none of them’? he says ‘‘can fill his 
wife’s place, and he is only awaiting 
the summons to go and meet her.’ 


In the death of Mrs. Wilcomb, widow 
of Hon. Frederic Wilcomb, there passed 
from earth one of those rarely choice 
spirits of whom it may be said, ‘‘ner 
price is far above rubies.’’ Mrs. Wil- 
comb passed away on the afternoon of 
Friday, March 22, after an illness of 
many weeks, during which she was a 
great sufferer. For several days be- 
fore her death she lingered in seeming 
unconsciousness on the borderland of 
time and eternity until release came 
most peacefully and she slipped away 
to join the many dear ones gone before. 

Mrs- Wilcomb was born in Ipswich, 
in October, 1841, and was the youngest 
child of the late Samuel and Lucy 
(Caldwell) Hunt. Her lineage was of 
the best and her life was worthy of her 
honorable descent. Her education was 
received in the poppe schools. From 
earliest girlhood she der veloped a remark- 
able ca pability and ‘‘the work of her 
hands,’’ of whatever kind it might be, 
was sure to be of exceptional merit. 
She was gentle and generous; self-reli- 
ant, but never self-seeking; quiet and 
unassuming in manner without ostenta- 
tion in any direction; a woman whose 
tight and left hands knew little of what 
the other was doing in the way of help- 
ing other people. ‘‘ Envy, hatred, and 
malice’’ had no part in her make-up, 
but hers was by no means a negative © 
character. She was positive in princi- 
ple, in conviction and in purpose, and 
the influence of her quiet life and Chris- 
tian example prove fully that “‘there are 
many better ways of teaching, than by 
talking.’’ 

Several years of Mrs. Wilcomb’s life 
were devoted to the care of an invalid 
aunt. After her death, she became the 
wife of Hon. Frederick Wilcomb, who, 
although ten years her senior, always 
had been a friend and neighbor and to 
whom she proved a most devoted help- 
mate- Like her husband, Mrs. Wilcomb 
was connected with the Methodist church 
and was very helpful in all its activities. 

Two sisters, who have made their 
home with Mrs. Wilcomb, survive her, 
Mrs. Mary Hunt Spiller and Miss Abbie 
Hunt. 

Funeral services were held on Monday 
afternoon and were largely attended, 
many members of the M. E. church and 
the entire Ladies’ Aid being present, — 
together with a large circle of rela- 
atives. Few women in private life are 
so deeply and widely mourned. The 
service was conducted by the Rey. Fred- 
eric Woods in tones tremulous with feel- 
ing, the words of the Holy Writ seem- 
ing to acquire a new meaning and deep:

The War Eagle 


HE EAGLE that hasa national rep- 
utation as ‘“Old Abe’’ was captured 

on Flambeau River, near the line be- 
tween Ashland and Price Counties, in 
Wisconsin,in 1861,by Chief Sky, a Chip- 
pewa Indian, and was sold by him for a 
bushel of corn, and subsequently dis- 
posed of for $5 toa Mr Mills, who pre- 
sented him to Company C of the Eighth 
Wisconsin Regiment The bird was 


named in honor of President Lincoln, 
and the men of CoC were known as 
the Eau Claire Eagles, and the Eighth 
Regiment as the Eagle Regiment Old 
Abe accompanied the Regiment to the 
South and occupied a conspicuous posi- 
tion on a perch which was carried along- 
side of the colors His first pitched 
battle was at Farmington, Miss He 
was wounded in front of Corinth and 
before Vicksburg and was injured en- 
route from Memphis to Helena.. From 
the time he joined the regiment until it 
was finally mustered out of service Old 
Abe was engaged in thirty-six battles 
He always announced the approach of 
an enemy by a note of alarm and at 
the siege of Corinth the rebel general, 
Price, is said to have ordered his men 
to capture or kill the bird, at the same 
time remarking that he would rather 
capture Old Abe than a whole brigade 
When Company C was mustered out it 
was resolved that Old Abe should be 
presented to the State of Wisconsin, 
and in the autumn of 1864 he was car- 
ried back to his native State, and on 
September 26 he was formally accepted 
by Governor Lewis on behalf of the 
State During the winter of 1864—’65 
he was exhibited at the Sanitary Fair in 
Chicago, and the sale of his picture and 
a little pamphlet history of his exploits 
netted to the fund for sick and disabled 
soldiers the sum of $16,000 From that 
time until his death, which occurred in 
1881, he was exhibited at fairs, political 
conventions and soldiers’ reunions with- 
out number A model of him was taken 
by the sculptor, Leonard W Volk, and 
several magnificent monuments have 
been graced with his counterfeit present- 
ment Hedied March 26, 1881, presum- 
ably from the effects of smoke inhaled 
at a fire in the Capital at Madison in the 
earlier part of the year He was stuffed 
and stood in the war museum of the 
State Capital until it was burned Febru- 
ary, 27, 1904.

it to the flag pole, they fondly hoped 
would continue to kiss the breezes for 
some time to come. They had done 
this as an act of defiance to the young 
republic, and many a soldier’s eye was 
turned upon this lone British emblem

no the bay, and the spires of New 

‘*k faded from view. 

r Guy Carleton had set apart a day 
for the evacuation of New York, and it 
on Nov. 25. He was not very re- 

tant to leave, for the long eight years’ 
var was over, and the colonies had not 
only beaten the king’s men in fair fight, 
but had captured two of his best armies. 
The Americans, led by some of their 
famous officers, were ready to march in 
and take possession of New York the 
moment the last red coat had vanished, 
and on the 25th there was a great deal 
of excitement, which could not be whol- 
ly subdued. 

T’he streets were thronged with men 
and boys, and the latter were with diffi- 
culty kept from cheering the march of 
the British through the streets as they 
tramped down to the shipping to embark 
for England. 

At the foot of famous Broadway stood 
Fort George, named for the British king 
and from its tall staff floated the flag 
which the enemy had left behind. 

It flapped in the breeze of that No- 
vember day ina manner quite distaste- 
ful to the Americans who had seen it 
waving there for seven years. They 

didn’t like the thought that it was to float 
on even after the British soldier had 
ani ished down the bay, and when Gen. 
Kno yx and his troops took formal posses- 
sion of Fort George, all eyes were turned 
toward that obnoxious ensign- 

It must come down, but how? The 
patriots did not want to destroy the tall 
flag staff, for they wished to hoist upon 
it another flag which would represent 
the newest republic on the face of the 


globe, and so they gathered about the 
staff as they suggested means for low- 
ering the British flag. 

The English vessels were vanishing 
down the narrows, and their white sails 
would soon disappear, but there in the 
wind waved the flag they had left behind 
bidding defiance to their conquerors, 
and saying in mute language that, tho’ 
the colonies were free, the emblem of a 
king still remained to disturb them. 

‘‘T believe I could climb that pole, 
said a boy who stood looking at the flag. 

An American officer, overhearing 
these words, turned and gave hima look 
of astonishment. 

He was a good-looking boy, with a 
resh face, and strong, young limbs. 

‘You do?’’ said the officer. Do you 
really think you could climb that flag 
staff and tear the banner loose?”’ 

“I could try, anyhow.”’ 

‘Here, sergeant, take this boy over to 
Gen. Knox, and let him tell what he 
thinks he can do.’’ 

A continental sergeant stepped for- 
ward, and ina little while Johnny Van 
Arsdale was walking at his side towards 
Gen- Knox’s headquarters. 

The boy had seen the chief of Wash- 
ington’s artillery, but had never been in 
his presence. 

The sergeant took the lad to the gen- 
eral’s headquarters and saluted. 

‘“This boy says he can climb the flag 
staff and remove the British flag.”’ 

The kind face of Knox was illumined 
by a smile. He Icoked the boy over 
from head to foot and said: 

“You look agile, boy. 
climbed before, have you?”’ 

“Yes, sir, replied Johnny, blushing. 
‘Tf you would let me try to take the flag 
down I would do my best.”’ 

‘You shall try, and you look capable 
of doing it,’’ and with another salute 
the sergeant withdrew and marched the 
delighted boy back to the parade ground. 

The crowd gathered about the flag 


staff, looked at the boy, andsoon under- 


stood what wasup. <A great many of 
them knew him, and not afew knew

how agile he was. 

Not only had the departing British 
nailed their flag to the pole, but they 
knocked out the cleats and greased the 
staff soas tomakeit hardtoclimb. New 
cleats were soon obtained, and Johnny 
Van Arsdale went to work. He had 
brought with him a lot of sand and by 
nailing back the cleats and applying the 
sand to the slick pole, he managed to 
climb up hand over hand amid the cheers 
of the people. 

Higher and higher he went.. working 
like a beaver, but not looking down once 
upon the up-turned faces. 

As he neared the top of the flag pole, 
a strange hush seemed to fall over the 
crowd below. It was expectation, not 
altogether unmixed with fear. There 
were those who feared that even should 
he reach the top his hands would not be 
strong enough to tear the flag loose; but 
the little patriot persevered: until he 
could touch the ensign. 

‘Look! he is up now,’’ said a voice 
far beneath him. ‘“‘He has caught hold 
of the flag. He is tearing it- loose! 
There! See howit yields! He will ac- 
complish his purpose!’* 

The boy looked like a black speck. as 
it were, as he clung’ to the flag pole, 
while he wrenched the flag from its fas- 
tenings. 

‘He worked with a will, watched all 
the time by those onthe ground, and 
when they saw that he had wrapped the 
standard around his body and had started 
upon his descent, a great cheer arose 
from every throat. 


Lower and lower he came, hand over 
hand, but with a flush of victory on his 
face. The banner flapped a little in the 
wind now, butits freedom was subdued. 
No longer it kissed the winds from the 
pinnacle of the lofty staff, nor was it 
nailed there in defiance to the Colonies. 

Louder than ever was the cheer that 
rent the air when the triumphant boy 
reached the ground and unwrapped from 
his body the wind-torn banner which he 
had secured. 

“T told the general I thought I could 
bring it down,’’ he said to the officer, 
who stepped forward to take the cap- 
tured banner: 

In another moment he was hemmed 
in by a wildly shouting crowd, and 
strong men took him upon their should- 
ers and carried him in ecstacy across the 
parade ground. 

It was a moment of proud triumph for

the little patriot and his pride increased 
when Gen. Knox sent to thank him for

In a little while another flag floated 
from the flag staff of Fort Orange; but 
it was not the standard of the king. It 
was the Stars and Stripes of the young 
nation which had secured its right to 
have a flag by seven years of war; and 
when Johnny Arsdale saw the other ban- 
ner waving gracefully from the flag staff 
his eyes lit up with joy. 

It’s the prettier flag of the two. 
may it wave!’’ he cried. 

And while it floated there the last Brit- 
iSh vessel vanished and New York held 
no soldiers but those who would hence- 
forth occupy it: 

John Van Arsdale lived a good many

years after his daring actin lowering 
the British flag, and more than once he 
was compelled to relate to groups of 
children how he took it down from its 
lofty height and saw the banner of free- 
dom take its place. 

Thus was the British flag, raised by 
men, taken down by a boy whose name

Lynn’s Old-Home Week Celebration 

takes place July 28to August 3, and the 
week’s program will open, according to 
the usual custom, with special religious 
services in the churches. 
_ There is to be a Civic Day, with an 
‘elaborate parade and other features that 
will illustrate the growth of the city; a 
Merchants’ Day, devoted to an exposi- 
tion of Lynn’s mercantile facilities ; a 
Women’s Day, set apart in honor of the 
splendid women who have done their 
share in building up the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Lynn; a Children’s Day, replete 
with entertainments for the little folks, 
and a Manufacturers’ Day, dedicated to 
the organized industries that have 
helped to lift the city in five years from 
fifth to second place in the list of Massa- 
chusetts industrial cities.

of the leading clubs and associations, 
daily receptions at City Hall by the 
mayor and the heads of departments, 
afternoon teas, and a municipal parade. 

In addition to all this, there will be a 
magnificent illumination of High Rock, 
the famous elevation of the city, which 
will be visible for miles around, an illu- 
mination of the City Hall and other 
public buildings and a beautiful electri- 
cal fountain. 

A special feature will be made of 
‘Seeing Lynn”’ trips by trolley, auto- 
mobile and carriage. The parks and 
boulevards of Lynn and vicinity are very 
attractive, its Shore Drive being espec- 
ially beautiful, and the Lynn woods—a 
most delightful forest area—is the sec- 
ond largest city park in the country. 

There are many other things in and 
around the city of contemporary or his- 
toric interest, including the great plants 
of the General Electric Company, one 


of which has the two tallest chimneys 
in the State. 

In Lynn not only did the making of 
shoes in the new world begin, but here 
was located the first iron foundry in 
America, and the first iron utensils were 
cast, the first coins made and the first 
fire engine constructed. 

Within a short ride are Nahant, with 
its rocky shores; Swampscott, with its 
fine beaches; Saugus, to have its Old- 
Home Week celebration, July 28-Aug 3; 
Beech Bluff; historic Salem; pictur- 
esque Marblehead; and beyond it the 
famous and beautiful Cape Ann section. 

The view from High Rock, on which 
the city has erected an observation 
tower, is one of the finest in that part of 
Massachusetts. 

The Industrial Exhibit in connection 
with the Lynn celebration will doubtless 
attract to the city many shoe dealers and 
manufacturers from different parts of 
the country. The latch-string will be 
out for these, as well as for the return- 
ing former residents of the city. 

Special seals emblematic of the city’s 
industries and attractions have been is- 
sued. One has the words ‘‘ Lynn 
Old-Home Week, July 28 to August 3, 
1907. Warm Welcome to All.’’ Inthe 
centre is High Rock Observatory, with 
the words ‘‘Old High Rock’’ and in 
the left-hand corner a SHOE.—Soston 
and Maine Messenger.

Obituary

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AMP MEETINGS originated in the 

South, probably in the State of 
Kentucky, by the accidental evangelis- 
tic tour of two brothers, one a Presby- 
terian and the other a Methodist,through 
several of the middle Southern States. 
In a little monogram, written by Rev 
William B Gorman, a member of the 
Wyoming Conference, from which the 
above facts are taken, the necessary 
requisites for asuccessful camp meeting 
are stated. They are chiefly: (1) Union 
among all the preachers; (2) the abso- 
lute leadership of the presiding elder; 
(3) the best preaching possible. 

Now the history of Asbury Grove is 
precisely,during at least most of its past, 
a vivid illustration of these requisites. 
If not the earliest, it has been one of the 
most successful of the New England 
camp meetings. It was established be- 
cause of a widespread dissatisfaction 
with the expense, peril and inconven- 
jence of reaching the ground at Eastham. 
For many years previous to 1858, this 
dissatisfaction had been brooding over 
the northeastern section of Massachu- 
setts Methodism. 

In the Boston preachers’ meeting, on 
December 6, 1858, Rev L R Thayer in- 
troduced a series of resolutions. In No- 
vember, 1858, in company with Revs 
E O Haven, C L McCurdy, J W Dad- 
mun, MS Howe, NS Gould and S$ A 
Cushing, he had visited several groves 
in Essex County. The resolutions, 
among several other minor matters, 
recommended the calling of a convention 

‘to be held at an early day, to consist 
of the pastors and delegates from the 
several churches that may be interest- 
‘ed.’’ The committee appointed, on the 
unanimous adoption of the resolutions, 
to call and provide for the holding of 
this convention were: I Smith, IS 
Cushman, L R Thayer, J W Dadmun, 
C L McCurdy, L Crowell and W H 
Hatch. 

On the morning of Jan. 3, 1859, the 
convention met in the Bromfield Street 
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church. Its officers were: President, 
Rev L Crowell of ‘Lynn; vice presi- 
dents, R G Usher of Lynn, and Josiah 
Brackett of Charlestown; secretary, Rev 
W R Bagnall of Boston. Members of 
the Millennial Grove Association and 
the committee of twenty-one appointed 
at the Eastham camp meeting were 
courteously invited to sit in the conven- 
tion and to participate in its delibera- 
tions. Previous to this there had been 
a thorough discussion of the whole mat- 
ter at Eastham, the outcome of which 
was the appointment of the committee 
of twenty-one. Mr N D Rich of Rox- 
bury endeavored to postpone the action 
of the conventlon until this committee 
should act, but his efforts failed by the 
report of the preparatory committee on 
resolutions being introduced with sud- 
denness. This committee, L R Thayer, 
David Snow, A D Waite, W R Clark 
and S C Cox, offered a long series of 
resolutions. David Snow seems to have 
been the only member of the committee 
who objected. These resolutions were 
accepted with only one amendment. 

The third and chief resolution of the 
series advised the appointment of a min- 
isterial and lay committee with full 
power ‘‘to select and secure, by lease or 
otherwise, a suitable grove in the eastern 
part of the Lynn District, prepare such 
grounds as far as they may be able for 
the purposes of a camp meeting and 
with the consent of the presiding elders 
of Boston and Lynn Districts, cause a 
camp meeting to be held there the next 
summer or autumn.”’ 

Pursuant to the purpose of the reso- 
lutions, a committee of one from each 
church represented in the convention, 
was chosen to nominate a committee 
from the Lynn and Boston Districts who 
should have full power. ‘This commit- 
tee were M Daggett, Bromfield Street ; 
E F Porter, Meridian Street: N K 
Skinner, Hedding Church; J Noble, 
Bennington Street; A D Merrill, Mt. 
Bellingham, Chelsea; N D Rich, Rox- 


bury; R W Allen, First Church, also A 
Binney, Second Church, Dorchester; I 
Smith, Harvard Street, Cambridge; 
David T Huckings, Watertown; C 
Baker, Somerville; E A Manning, Wal- 
tham; J A Ames, Woburn; W A Bra- 
man, Medford; D Steele, Malden; E 
O Haven, Maplewood; E O Phinney 
Melrose; G R Bent, North Reading; 
Alvah Philbrook, Saugus; R G Usher, 
Common Street, Lynn ; Thomas Breare, 
Marblehead; A Cushing, Town Parish, 
also N. O Soule, Harbor, Gloucester ; 
G Sutherland, Topsfield : A D Waite, 
Ipswich; J Smith, Liberty Street, also 
Asa Davis, Purchase Street, Newbury- 
port. The names of the other members 
of the committee were not obtainable. 


This committee made up another com- 
mittee, lay and ministerial, with full 
power to act. The Lynn District was 
represented by such laymen as William 
Sias of Cambridge, John S True of New- 
buryport, A D Waite of Ipswich, J W 
Sweat of Lynn and H J Adams of 
Lowell. The Boston District was repre- 
sented by Austin Gove and N K Skin- 
ner of Boston, Lee Clafln of Hopkinton, 
M A Rice of Newton and John Bent of 
Chelsea. The clergymen were Reys. I 
J P Collyer, M Dwight, L R Thayer, E 
O Haven and N A Soule. 

This committee did their work well. 
They were appointed on January 3, 
1859, and in the latter part of March 
they met at the house of Mr. J Dodge 
in Hamilton, after having paid a visit 
to the beautiful grove which was near 
by. It is said that Rev. L R Thayer 
was the first member of the committee 
to leap the snake-rail fence which separ- 
ated the grove from adjoining land. 
The committee at that meeting did not 
decide upon the grove. It impressed 
them, however. They voted to adjourn 
for a week to meetagain at the Common 
Street Church, -Lynn. And they only 
agreed by vote to hold the camp meet- 
ing in the Hamilton grove ‘‘for the 
present.’’ 

The next meeting at the house of J 
Dodge, Hamilton, was held April 27, 
1859, when the name of’ Asbury Grove 
Camp Meeting Association was adopted. 
On the anniversary of the battle of 
Bunker Hill the committee met again in 
Boston. At this meeting it was voted 

‘that the meeting for the present year 
commence on Monday, August 22, and 
close on Saturday following.’’ The first 
camp meeting at Asbury Grove on the 
Sabbath did not occur until 1868.

The first public meeting on the new 
ground was held on Sunday, August 22, 
1859. The records say: 


‘“ The first public service in the grove 
commenced at 3 o’clock p.m. A large 
congregation (about 2000 persons), was 
in attendance on the occasion. Some 
thirty-flve societies have tents on the 
ground, in most of which prayer and 
praise have already been heard. The 
services were conducted by Rev. Abram 
D Merrill in a characteristic and highly 
interesting manner. His sermon on 

The Nature of Spiritual Worship ’’ 
was highly appropriate and was listened 
to with attention and interest. The day 
was delightful and all were pleased and 
profited.’’ 


On Saturday, August 27, the meeting 
closed. The love feast at this first 
camp meeting in Asbury Grove was at- 
tended by thousands and many were 
hopefully converted. 


Roy. C. L. Eastman, who has always been prominent 
in the affairs of the Association, says, however, that the 
first public service on the ground was held on Satur- 
day, August 14, with preaching by Rey. Josiah Brackett, 

The report of the treasurer, in the 
fall of 1859, shortly after the close of 
the first camp meeting, showed that the 
expenditures were $75.52 less than the 
total receipts, which were $1,377.44. 
More land was purchased,improvements 


continued, and in 1866 the ‘‘ Barracks ’’ 
were removed from the military camp 
ground at Hamilton and fitted up. 

The Asbury Gleaners have labored 
formany years, not only in behalf of the 
interests of Asbury Grove, but of the 
general church, during which time the 
W.F. M.S. has been presented with 
about $3,7000r more, asum contributed 
to the chapel fund, and put a memorial 
window in the chapel in honor of one of 
the original ‘‘ Gleaners.’’

For many years there were no cottages 
on the ground. The first cottage | was 
built by Mr. Reith of Salem, the second 
by Mr. Miller. Today there are about 
four hundred cottages on the ground. 

In the early days, barges conveyed 
the people from Wenham to the grove. 
In 1870 the railroad ran direct to the 
grove, but was discontinued a few years 
since. The red depot was the scene of, 
much pure enjoyment, the yonng peopled. 
of the grove always celebrating the last 
run of the train after camp meeting. 
The horse cars followed the barges and 
today the Boston & Northern run their 
electrics direct to Asbury Grove. 

The presidents of the Association 
since its beginning have been—E F 
Porter, Boston; T P Richardson. Lynn ; 
James P Magee, Malden; James F Almy, 
Salem; Rev LB Bates, DD, of East 
Boston. The secretaries and treasurers 
have been Revs. L R Thayer, John G 
Cary, Jesse Wagner, C L Eastman, C 
E Davis, J M Leonard. Beside those 
already mentioned, the following minis- 
ters and laymen have been prominent in 
managing the interests of the associa- 
tion: I A Johnson, S Hyler, D Hall, I 
A Salmon, Gilbert Haven, W F Malle- 
lieu.

Mr. Daniel C- Donnell of Newbury- 
port, died at the residence of his neice, 
Mrs. Harrington,in East Boston, Oct:

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


A Prize Essay by A. R. Curnick 


At 110’clock, June 20th, the hall of 
the high school-house was filled by pu- 
pils of the school and friends, gathering 
to hear the result of the contest and lis- 
ten to the reading of the successful 
paper, and other exercises. The event 
was opened by the school orchestra, af- 
ter which Principal Keyes, with brief 
remarks, introduced Mrs. C. C. Stone, 
a member of the Weman’s Auxiliary of 
the Massachusetts Civil Service Reform 
association, who alluded to the interest 
taken in this reform by the Women’s 
club and to the incidents which had led 
up to this contest in Clinton, explaining 
the design of the medal. She said 32 
medals had been already given out 
and other contests are pending. 

The judges of the several essays were 
Principal Briggs, of the Lancaster high 
school, Mrs. Arthur E. Wilson and 
Amos T. Saunders. The name of the 
successful contestant, of the eight com- 
petitors, was then announced as Arthur 
R. Curnick, who was requested to come 
forward and read the paper, which he 
did amid hearty applause. 

Subsequently Ora L. Stone was intro- 
duced as an alumnus of the school, who 
eloquently spoke of the worth, not of 
the leaders of the republic so much as 
of the common people, of the gems who 
were born to blush unseen, suggesting 
that the modest, quiet elements of the 
community are those who display the 
best citizenship and paying a compli- 
ment to the home keepers on whom 
rests so large a responsibility for the 
character of the men and women of fut- 
ure years, closing with practical advice 
and receiving hearty applause. 

After music by the orchestra the ses- 
sion was closed. Below is the text of 
the prize essay: 

When, centuries ago, with divine in- 
struction the patriarch Moses placed on 
the tablet of Jewish law the command- 
ment, ‘‘Thou shalt not steal,’’ he formed 
in the constitution of the ancient church 
an article necessary to its strength and 
completeness. Now, in our twentieth 
century of advancement, it again be- 
comes needful for some agency of pow- 
er to repeat the mandate, although on 
a far different platform, that of politics 

Politics! What is this strangely new 
word? Webster says it is statesmanship- 
But does true statesmanship forget the 
commandment of honesty? No. Does 
politics pass it by with a scornful laugh? 
Oftentimes, yes. With hearts bound as 
by iron bands of greed and favoritism 


the “‘magistrates’’ of our decade often 
thinks of his duty to the estate as of 
secondary importance compared with 
the donations of public positions to his 
office-seeking friends. 

That agency which is now speaking 
for justice in our political nation is the 
civil service reform movement. From 
the time of our warin 1861 this organ: 
ization has been working for pure gov- 
ernment, striving always in opposition 
to the “‘ party machines’’ which are 
simply the intricate plans by which one 
party n.ay fill all appointive offices with 
its adherents. 

The main plank in the platform of 
the society is that an even chance be 
given to all aspirants for office what- 
ever their party preference. What 
could appeal more strongly to the sense 
of liberty which is supposed to charac- 
terize the American people? I say ‘‘sup- 
pose,’’ but I trust the word is not need- 
ed. Maythetime be far distant e’er 
the man of the stars and stripes will 
have lost this essence of a strong char- 
acter. 

In the first place, the fact is plainly 
evident that he who appoints at random 
hundreds of otticers cannot but fill many 
positions with men entirely unfit for 
the specified work. With fhe plan of 
examination, however, this danger to 
the foundations of our country’s gov- 
ernment is removed and we find the 
man in the position which his qualities 
merit. He has reached his goal through 
ambition and successful application 
while the other has hada ripe plum of 
position handed him by some magnate 
and by one, too, who has not been slow 
to enter the gardenof fame and fill his 
pockets with stolen fruit for his friends. 

We often hear criticisms concerning 
the work of the reform movement, but 
what labor is not scorned by some of 
the ignorant public when its aim is for 
good? Even -the teachings of the Bible 
are judged harshly by many, andif this 
collection of divine words is so consid- 
ered what could we expect of the works 
of man? And yet these criticisms bring 
forth good. The weak places in the or- 
ganization are always the first to be as- 
sailed, and thus these parts which need 
adjusting are brought to view and may 
receive attention. Therefore let the so- 
ciety except those rebukes with a half- 
smile of thanks end turn about, if nec- 


-essary, to inciease the usefulness of the 


criticised work. 

And now afew words concerning the 
examination which applicants for offices 
in the service’s control are required to 
take. Here criticism has been largely 
at work. Itis said that the tests are 
simple, childlike affairs. Such questions 


as those which examine the applicant 
in grammer or arithmetic are certainly 
not needed by a man whois to tenda 
boiler or steer a ship, we hear the critic 
say. In fact the examinations are made 
to cover all points in which it is thought 
practical experience is needed, includ- 
ing the personal running of engines, 
and so forth, and containing indeed some 
of those more simple questions which 
are reckoned comparatively low in the 
final percentage. As to these lesser de- 
tails may I ask thecritic quoted above 
why the man whoenter technical schools 
in our country are asked to take courses 
in languages and rhetoric? It is not 
always the mere knowledge of how to 
make a machine do its work that makes 
amanamaster mechanic. It is rather 
he who is capable in time of needed 
self-control and general knowledge, and 
is prepared to meet the danger witha 
brain cultivated and exercised, that 
stands forth an honor to his professicn. 

Of how much use would a gunner be 
whose skill was confined to loading the 
instrument? A little, perhaps, should 
allthe gunners crew be present. But 
let him whoaims the gun be shot, of 
what use then? None. He is hands 
without knowledge, and equally true is 
itin political or general positions, that 
the man who has the most ready learn- 
ing stored away in the caverns of mem- 
ory is he who wears the most radiant 
crown of trust, isthe man on whom any- 
one may rely. 

There are three distinct directions 
towards whichthe work of the society 
should tend. First, the opening of the 
office doors to him who is not a spoke 
in the political wheel. In brief the em- 
phasizing of each citizen’sright to hold 
office. With such freedom I feel sure 
more applicants would appear and thus 
certainly better men would be chosen. 

Secondly, the society should see that 
no laws are enacted which would en- 
danger the rights of the public. ‘‘Civil 
Service Reform’’ surely includes a 
guarding of the just claims of the mass 
of the people, The people as a whole 
certainly need some agency to watch the 
construction of laws which when made 
bind them as bands of steel. Some work 
has been done along this line but con- 
tinued efforts must be made to prohibit 
the wily enemies of honest government 
from forwarding their infamous schemes. 

Thirdly, the society should continue 
its plans for better rule before the pub- 
lic. Along this line the society has been 
especially keen, for by competetions, 
literature and free lectures much more 
interest is being shown by the people at 
largein the work. The average voting

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man five years ago had heard of the or- 
ganization but knew practically nothing 
of its plans. Now, however, by lec- 
tures in the public schools, the boy of 
the country is grasping the rudiments 
of the movement and will not be as easy 
a prey to the first ‘‘machine’’ represen- 
tative who with gilded hands and some- 
times other alluring means tries to 
guide his hands to the ballot box. It is a 
good advance in the right direction. 
Thus the twentieth century advance 
brings need of unusual activity on the 
part of our friends foremost in the war 
for civic righteousness. Let them labor 
faithfully and in unity, and let the pub- 
lic stand by to help with willing hand. 
Then, perhaps, centuries ahead the 
American of the future may look back 
upon this season as that one in which 
the curse of ‘“‘public stealing’’ was 
abolished from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and from the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico. What a season of joy 
such an abolition would be! Al! hail to 
those who strive for it. and therefore to 
the ‘‘Civil Service Reform Movement!”’

ASBURY MENTOR 


September, 1907 
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Asbury Grove Camp Meeting, August 26 to September 2, 1907 


Asbury Grove’s forty-ninth annual 
Camp Meeting opened Monday, Aug.26, 
and closed Monday, Sept.2, 1906. Rev. 
Joel M. Leonard, D.D., Presiding Elder 
of the New England Conference, was in 
charge of the services of the week. 
Professor James E. Aborn was the Musi- 
cal Director, and Edward Howe, Organ- 
ist. Miss Alice E. Leith, the sweet 
singer, who was with us in 1906, was 
with us this year. Revival Hymns, edi- 
ited by Towner and Alexander, was the 
singing book used. Miss Edith M. 
Waterman, Evangelist, had charge of 
the Junior Epworth League and the 
special meetings for girls. The Ep- 
worth League services were under 
charge of Rev. Donald Gerrish. Rev. 
Wilbur F. Chaffee had charge of the 
boys’ meetings. 

The weather was delightful. Labor 
Day was rainy, but a fair delegation of 
the Lynn District Epworth Leaguers, 
with invited guests from the Leagues 
of the East Boston and Cambridge Dis- 
tricts, were present. 


Following is an account of each day’s 
service, with the names of the preachers: 


Monday, August 26 


At 2.30 p. m. the regular camp meet- 
ing services opened in the Circle. On 
the platform were the chorus choir, with 
Prof. Aborn, the director, and organist 
Howe of Lynn. Presiding Elder Leon- 
ard had charge of the services. Among 
those on the platform were President L. 
B. Bates, D: D., Revs. A. M. Osgood, 
G. W. Mansfield, J. W. Ward, W. F. 
Lawford, R. P. Walker, M E.: Wright. 
The preacher was Rev. Elihu Grant; 
Ph. D., of East Saugus. Several cler- 
gymen were scattered through the audi- 
ence, which was a fairly good one. 

The meeting opened with praise by 
the chorus choir under Prof. Aborn and 
organist Howe, followed with remarks 
by Presiding Elder Leonard, who spoke 
of past camp meetings, and our work 
for God the coming week. A hymn 
was then sung. Rev. Elihu Grant read 
Isaiah Lx111 and Dr. Lewis B. Bates of- 
fered prayer, closing with the Lord’s 
prayer, in which all the congregation 
joined- Miss Alice E. Leith sang a 
solo. Dr. Leonard read the notices and 
hymn 17 was sung: 

Rev. Elihu Grant now of Smith col- 
lege, formerly of East Saugus, took for 
his texts Psalm cxyrs12.. He said, 
‘“ They who ¢o not see the goodness of 
God, do not know God. God is not truly 
known unless we have passed through 
affliction. Our God is wonderfully good, 
The camel is cailed the ‘ship of the 
desert,’ because God has made it to be 


used as a means of uniting the different 
peoples who are separated by a desert- 
It has wonderful powers of endurance. 
Our God is never weary. He is the 
ever-working God. God is seeking the 
fellowship of his people. He lets us get 
a little glimpse of himself. ‘What shall 
I render unto Jehovah for ell his bene- 
fits toward me.’ God’s work cries for 
partnership. God is working for us in- 
cessantly. God help me to know that I 
am working alongside of the Master. 
God is our companion. He’ll make us 
great through His companionship.”’ 

Presiding Elder Leonard made re- 
marks, Singing ‘‘ More about Jesus,”’ 
followed. The meeting closed with a 
benediction by Rev. George W. Mans- 
field. 


At 4.30 p.m. Rev. Wilbur Chaffee 
held a meeting for boys at the stand, 
which was well attended, and plans 
were made for the week. 


At 6 p.m. meetings were held in sey- 
eral of the church buildings, which 
were most interesting. 


The 7 o’clock service was held in the 
Tabernacle and opened with praise un- 
der Professors Abornand Howe. Rey. 
L. W. Adams read the Scriptures, John 
1; 14, and offered prayer. Miss Leith 
sang a solo. After the collection and 
remarks by Presiding Elder Leonard, 
came singing and the preacher, Rev. 
Charles L. Leonard, D. D., of Pittsfield, 
preached from the text John m1: 18. 
““ This word of the Lord has to do with 
all the great interests that are thrust 
upon us in an industrial community ; 
with men and women who feel the 
great weight of the sin of the world. 
The peace of Jesus was not a peace of 
idleness, but of constant service. Just 
as certain as you degrade your nature, 
it will retaliate upon you. God means 
us to do our work well. Oh, the grind- 
ing struggle between capital and labor! 
When we believe that Christ came to 
save the world, then shail His cause 
move forward. We will see in the near 
future that duty is greater than pain. 
Does it hurt to feel souls tramping over 
you to the kingdom of God?’’ Singing 
followed. The preacher then invited 
all who believed in the power of Christ 
to save to come forward. A _ glorious 
altar service followed. 


Tuesday, August 27 


The 6 o'clock or sunrise service was 
led by Rev A M Osgood of Charlestown. 
Text, Acts: 4. Subject, ‘‘ Prepared 
Life. Prepared Way-’’ Dr L B Bates 
led in prayer. The doxology was sang 
at close. 


The 8.30 o’clock services were held 


in several of the church houses, under 
selected leaders. 


At 9 o’clock Miss Waterman led an 
interesting meeting for girls in chapel. 

The 10 0’clock service was held at the 
Circle and opened with praise. Rev J 
M Gage read the Scriptures and offered 
prayer. Rev B F Kingsley spoke from 
2 Cor v: 20, saying, ‘It isa great thing 
to be an ambassador. Weare to be rec- 
onciled to God's Government. This 
will bring about a state of harmony. 
We are to be reconciled to God’s Provi- 
dence. God sends pain and trouble be- 
cause he would have us live different 
lives, sometimes the trial of our faith, 
We will sing ' My God is reconciled,’ if 
you truly believe it, but don’t sing it if 
you don’t believe it.’’ Prayer was of- 
fered by Dr L B Bates, the doxology 
was sung, and Rev George Mansfield 
gave the benediction. 


At 1.15 o’clock the Junior League 
met in the chapel, under charge of Miss 
Edith M Waterman. A Welcome greet- 
ing was given to all. Miss Cora Merry 
gave a solo on the guitar. The subject 
was ‘My Pilot and His Chart.’’ The 
Roll Call showed 86 children present. 


The 1-15 Epworth League service 
was held in the Melrose building. Rev 
Donald H Gerrish had charge of the 
week’s Services. Rev J M Gage gave 
the address. Miss Leith sang solos. 
Rev Wilbur F Chaffee led the singing. 
At the close Rev DH Gerrish offered 
prayer, the hymn “‘ Rescue the Perish- 
ing’’ was sang and Rev W G Browning, 
of Poughkeepsie, N Y, gave the bene- 
diction. 


At 2.30 the chorus choir opened the 
services with ‘‘ Up from the Grave He 
Rose,’’ Dr Leonard following with re- 
marks, and Dr Perrin read selections 
from Matt xviand John x11; prayer was 
offered by Rev W G Browning, Miss 
Leith sang a solo, and after remarks by 
Dr Leonard, and singing of hymn 216, 
those present had the pleasure of hear- 
ing the preacher, 

Rev L J Birney of Newton Center, 
who took for his text John x11: 27, 28 
and 29. 


He said first, that ‘All Apprehension 
or Comprehension of God’s Truth De- 
pends entirely upon a Man’s Powers. 
God has placed in every man a faculty 
that he may recognize God’s truth. A 
development of all capacities is necessa- 
ry for the full comprehension of every- 
thing in the world. A full development 
of the spiritual faculty allows us to com- 
mune with the spiritual world. There 
is tremendous comfort which comes to. 
the Christian who is fully developed in 
the spiritual faculty. If we neglect or 
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spiritual faculty, atrophy sets in. 

We have secondly, The Revelation of 
the Real Essence of Spiritual Culture. 
What is it that develops the spiritual 
nature of man? The spirit and motive 
of a man's life must be like the spirit 
and motive of Jesus Christ. Did you 
notice that,after’ Jesus had turned down 
all the temptations of the evil one, 
angels came and ministered unto him. 
Jesus said the great sin was human sel- 
fishness. How easy itis to lose the 
spirit of Christ out of our hearts. The 
reality of the spiritual world begins to 
die because the spirit of christianity dies 
out of our heart.’’

Does a man know the sea 
merely by tasting salt water and by 
watching the sluggish sides of a creek ? 
Beyond man’s thought of God as crea- 
tor, ruler, and informing presence is 
Jesus’ knowledge of Him as Father. 

It is only literal truth of history and 
of experience that we have given in the 
words of Jesus, ‘No man cometh unto 
the Father but by me.’ The soul that 
cries ever for more in God than creator 
and ruler may find a Father but only 
through the Son. 

Fatherhood means /ikeness. If Godis 
not only maker and manager of men and 
their father too, then is possible com- 
munion between them and the answer 
in God's life to all the hopes and long- 
ings of man’s life. 

Fatherhood means love. All patience 
with mistakes and all promise of restora- 
tion are in love. This love is assured 
to him who cometh unto the Father. 
The way is open. Thetruth is revealed 
The life is given. Let us come.’’
